To the Honourable the Legislative Assembly of the Province of British Columbia, in Legislature Assembled: 
The petition of the undersigned, KamloopsA4C, of the city of Kamloops, BC, states that: 


British Columbians want a Sovereignty Act like Alberta to protect against Constitutional Rights Infringements. 


British Columbians feel Justin Trudeau is pursuing a tyrannical policy of globalism through the private 
foreign corporate dictates voiced by the World Economic Forum designed to rob Canadian's of the ability to 
protect themselves and their families from tyranny by exercising their fundamental freedoms; 


Klaus Schwab (head of the WEF), wrote a book entitled “Covid-19 The Great Reset”. In his book he 
describes a method of taking advantage of a crisis to exploit it with a foreign private corporate political 
agenda termed the 4" industrial order in which he projects that people will no longer enjoy fundamental rights 
and freedoms; 


The 1960 Canadian Bill of Rights states: 

The Parliament of Canada, affirming that the Canadian Nation is founded upon principles that acknowledge 
the supremacy of God, the dignity and worth of the human person and the position of the family in a society 
of free men and free institutions; Affirming also that men and institutions remain free only when freedom is 
founded upon respect for moral and spiritual values and the rule of law; And being desirous of enshrining 
these principles and the human rights and fundamental freedoms derived from them, in a Bill of Rights which 
shall reflect the respect of Parliament for its constitutional authority and which shall ensure the protection of 
these rights and freedoms in Canada: Therefore Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: PART I BILL OF RIGHTS 1. It is hereby 
recognized and declared that in Canada there have existed and shall contunue to exist without descrimination 
by reason of race, national origin, colour, religion or sex, the following human rights and fundamantal 
freedoms, namely, (a) the right of the individual to life, liberty, security of the person and enjoyment of 
property, and the right not to be deprived thereof except by the due process of law; (b) the right of the 
individual to equality before the law and the protection of the law; (c) freedom of religion; (d) freedom of 
speech; (e) freedom of assembly and associaltion; and (f) freedom of the press.; 

Blacks law dictionary defines 'who is the sovereign in a democracy’ as 'sovereign power rests with the people 
and is exercised through representative bodies’. The Bill of Rights acknowledges the supremacy of God, but 
instead BC enacts an act called “An Act To Ensure The Supremacy of Parliament” which gives the 
government precedence to matters other than those expressed by the sovereign constituents of BC — the very 
definition of tyranny; 

The Alberta Sovereignty within a United Canada Act allows for the protection of Albertans from harmful laws 
that go against the fundamental rights and freedoms of the Sovereign Canadian Constituents; 

In the book entitled “The Road to Surfdom” by F.A.Hayek — to build a better world “The guiding principle in 
any attempt to create a world of free men must be this; a policy of freedom for the individual is the only truly 
progressive policy.; 

Canadians want the removal of foreign corporate interests in Canadian Politics who are pushing their private 
foreign corporate agenda and their attack against Canadians fundamental rights and freedoms; 


Your petitioners respectfully request that the Honourable House to: 


1. Desist implementing the private foreign corporate agenda in BC, Canada; 


2. Immediately uphold Canadian Law by enacting a British Columbia Sovereignty Act; 


3. Call upon All Ministers of the House to follow Canadian Law and represent your Constituents instead of foreign 
corporate private interest; 

British Columbians feel our government has been representing foreign entities and demand the interests of 
Constituents be followed instead.
